COUNTYDONATES 
$500 FOR CHILD 
W ELFARE WORK 


Tile Adams county com m issioners 
a t th eir weekly m eeting today voted 
a $500 appropriation to th e Adams 
County Child W elfare association as 
th e 
"m ost 
econom ical 
and 
m ost 
efficient m ethod" of 
m eeting the 
board’s obligation as successors of 
the now extinct poor board to look 
after the w elfare of county chil­ 
dren. 
The 
com m issioners 
had 
been 
asked in a letter from 
the Rev. 
D w ight 
F, 
P u tm an , 
G ettysburg, 
president of the child w elfare so­ 
ciety, 
for an 
ap p ro p riatio n 
from 
county funds to help m eet the asso­ 
ciation's first year expense budget 
of $3,000 
The w elfare association 
president did not ask for a specific 
sum . 
P resident S. L u th er Baltzley. of 
the board of com m issioners, said 
this m orning th a t aside from the 
com m issioners' in terest in the wel­ 
fare of the children of th e county 
they feel th a t it is "good business" 
to aid Hie child w elfare organiza­ 
tion 
in 
its 
work * of 
preventing 
juvenile delinquency. 
"T he county spends thousands of 
dollars each year for th e support 
of persons in sta te institutions. 
We 
believe th a t this new organization 
will 
be efficient 
in 
reducing 
the 
num ber of cases of th a t sort and 
thereby result in a saving of thous­ 
ands of dollars to th e county. 
A 
num ber of other surrounding coun­ 
ties are following the sam e course," 
P resident Baltzley asserted 
"W e believe the w elfare associa­ 
tion 
is a non-political. C hristian 
organization devoted to th e welfare 
o f children of A dam s county. 
We 
believe it offers th e best possible 
way to m eet the board s obligation 
w hich 
was form erly 
th a t of

override the committee to save the 
tournam ent. 
The committee all but “shot the 
Shute,” then reprieved him. almost 
called the tourney quits, started it 
again, postponed the play for 45 
m inutes and finally “let George do 
it.” 
But hollow or not, each of the 64 
players was grimly intent on w in­ 
ning what amounts to America’s sec­ 
ond most important tournam ent.

LIFE'S MOTIVE 
LIES IN SERVICE, 
CLAIMS AUNGST 


"Y ourself’ was the theme of the 
sennon delivered by the Rev, Spell­ 
er W Aung st, pastor of St. James 
Lutheran church, at the community 
vesper service Sunday evening on 
the college campus. 
The text was taken from Romans 
12:1. "I beseech you therefore breth­ 
ren by the mercies of God. th a t ye 
present your bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God.” 
The sermon, in part, follows: 
“The most common subject of our 
conversation is ourself. 
Some of 
us think more highly of ourselves 
than we really are. 
Others under­ 
estim ate ourselves. 
Socrates, one 
of the greatest philosophers, seeking 
happiness and trying to find the 
greatest thing in the world, deter­ 
mined th a t wisdom would bring him 
to his goal. 
Especially did he think 
th at knowledge of self was the be­ 
ginning of all wisdom. 
Therefore, 
his ‘m otto was: 
Know thyself.’ 
It 
is good for us to know’ ourselves as 
we really are so th at we may make 
any necessary adjustm ents and so 
th at we may use all the talents and 
possessions which we have. 
It also 
is good for us to know ourselves so 
that we may understand and sym­ 
pathize with others, for when we 
discover th a t others have the same 
experiences and thoughts as we our 
knowledge of others increases by our 
knowledge of ourselves. 
However, 
if we follow this motto will we be 
fully satisfied in our search for h ap­ 
piness and a solution of our absolute 
problems of life? 
Some Philosophies 
"If we are unsatisfied we may try 
what Emerson taught: ’T rust thy­ 
self ’ 
We so often fail in this be­ 
cause we are not sure of our own 
convictions. 
W hen we are sure we 
are right then we can trust ourselves 
and go ahead 
But this too may 
leave us unsatisfied. 
"M arcus Aurelius, a Roman gen­ 
eral and philosopher, in trying to 
find happiness and a rule for success 
[said: 
’Be yourself.' 
This is most 
j difficult when we know th at a study 
of the lives of others, and of the 
■ history of the world is valuable in 
j the moulding of our character and 
j that the influences that we have felt 
! have had their part to play in the 
i m aking of what we are. 
However, 
this good advice, for many have fa.il- 
; ed because they have tried to be 
I som ething else. 
"These three .nay be adm irable 
advices and precepts to follow. How- 
I ever, the danger is that self is pre­ 
dom inant. 
The noblest comes our 
M aster: 'Give thyself.’ Iii the words 
Joi Paul it is: 'I beseech you brethren 
that ye present your bodies—your 


selves all that is associated with 
you or connected with von In 
any 
wav 
Give Our Whole Selves 
"We are ever surrendering, giving 
ourselves to sin or to righteousness. 
Jesus and Paul show us the true 
road to true happiness by asking us 
to surrender ourselves to God. 
This 
m eans our whole selves, not only the 
worst part of us. but also our best. 
Anything else is unreasonable, u n ­ 
grateful when we have received ail 
th a t God has to give. 
Who has a 
right to keep it for himself or give 
it to sin? God was the first to give. 
He gave His Son even from the 
foundation of the world. 
We are 
surrounded by His mercies every 
day. 
When we give ourself, it is so 
little in return for what He gave. 
A sure proof of a person in C hristian 
joy is one who gives himself and he 
who gives himself will surely exper­ 
ience Christian joy. 
"It is in the giving, in the forget­ 
ting of self and in the attem pt to 
help some one else th a t we find a 
real motive for living.

Road Safety Units 
Are Consolidated 


Harrisburg, July ll 
IAP)—Con­ 
solidation of two units adm inister­ 
ing Pennsylvania’s highway safety 
campaign was effected today. 
William J. Hamilton, secretary of 
Revenue, said the speed unit, which 
handled cases of m otorists cited for 
violating the state’s 50-mile speed 
limit, has been merged with the 
regular hearing and investigation 
section of the bureau of highway 
safety. 


He said the combined personnel 
will be reduced from 94 to approxi­ 
mately 20 employes, at an estimated 
! .saving of between $60,000 and $70,000 
| a year. 
The speed unit was set up during 
the adm inistration of former Gov­ 
ernor George H. Earle, when the 
highway safety campaign was .start­ 
ed. 
The bureau of highway safety re­ 
ported today th a t the last tabula­ 
tion, including the first week of 
July, shows a 25 per cent reduction 
in highway fatalities this year over 
the same period last year.
